"But we have no intention of 


invading Cambodia, and on the 
contrary even, we hope very 
much to have friendly relations 
with this country. But for our 
defense we are obliged to follow 
the enemy if he crosses the 
frontier. We have responsibili- 
ties toward our troops and to- 
ward allied troops." 


Do said he was stopping only 


for the day in Paris en route to 
Africa and dismissed specula-

French national radio that he 
would contact the North Viet- 
namese legation here. 


The North Vietnamese also

Tart reviews of movies, plays, 


books, and works of art have won 
many a chuckle from the reading 
public. 


One reviewer was "under- 


whelmed" by a movie. Another 
said he saw a play under bad con- 
ditions: "the curtain was up." A 
third, having called an actor the 
worst he had ever seen, described 
his next performance as "not up 
to his usual standard." 


But while readers chuckle, the 


person on the target end may be 
seething. If the criticism is really 
rough, may he collect damages for 
defamation of character? 


He may—if the reviewer steps 


outside the legitimate bounds of 
criticism. The law frowns on at- 


criticixed for his workmanship; ot 
a financier, criticized for promot- 
ing a new transit system; and of a 
football coach, criticised for his 
strategy. 


True enough, such brickbats may 


be hard to bear. But the public is 
benefitted. Not only is freedom 
upheld but also taste is fostered— 
by the encouragement of work that 
is good and the discouragement of 
work that is bad. 


As for the hapless victim, he 


himself has invited criticism by 
submitting his work to the public 
in the first place. 


"He should not be thin-skinned," 


commented one judge, "if the criti- 
cism so invited is not gentle."

His honest opinion, however severe, 
is protected by the constitutional 
guarantees of free speech and free 
press.

an article readable." 


What about adverse comments 


outside the field of the arts? By

China Silent 
on Seventh

TOKYO (AP) - Peking kept 


silent again today about a re* 
port from the tf.S, Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission that the Chinese 
Reds had set off their seventh 
nuclear test explosion Sunday, 
The silence heightened specula* 
tion that something went wrong. 


Official boasting and reports 


of celebrations in the streets fol* 
lowed each of Red China's six 
previous blasts, But a Radio Pe- 
king broadcast Monday made 
no mention of the 
reported 


Christmas Eve explosion in the 
Lop Nor testing area of central 
Asia. Instead it reviewed the 
first six blasts and touted ^he 
thought of Mao Tse-tung, 


The AEC declined to comment 


on the Chinese silence and said 
it would stand by its original 
statement, which reported the 
location of the blast and said the 
explosion 
equalled 
roughly 


20,000 tons of TNT, That would 
be similar to the first atomic 
bomb, dropped on Hiroshima in 
1945. 


Japanese air force planes de- 


tected unusual radioactive fall- 
out over Japan Tuesday, but 
the government said it was not 
great enough to endanger hu- 
mans. 


Peking announced its previous 


nuclear tests within 10 hours 
after detonation. But Japanese 
correspondents in Peking re- 
ported that there was no official 
word there Monday of the test. 
Blasts Hit 
Apartments 
in Moscow 
MOSCOW (AP) - An explo,-. 


sion shattered a six-story apart- 
ment 
building 
Monday night. 


And in an unrelated incident, a 
bomb blast damaged the empty 
car of an Amorican correspond- 
ent. 


Tass news agency said today 


nine persons were killed and 
several injured in the apart- 
ment 
house explosion. But a 


witness at the scene said a po- 
liceman told him more than 20 
persons were killed. Another by- 
stander said 10 or 12 bodies 
were removed from the wreck- 
age. 


Police blamed a faulty gas 


main for the apartment house 
blast but said a powerful bomb 
wrecked the auto of Henry S. 
Bradsher, Associated Press bu- 
reau chief in Moscow. No one 
was Injured in the car explo- 
sion, and it had no apparent 
connection with the other blast 
10 minutes earlier on the oppo- 
site side of the Moscow River, 


The apartment house blew up

9:20 
p.m., bystanders 


said. About 100 persons were be- 
lieved living in the building's 24 
apartments two miles southeast 
of the Kremlin.

Fresh Blast

A fresh blast of arctic cold

Truce Over, 
Planes Hit 
the Enemy

SAIGON (AP) - American, 


warplanes swept over North 
Vietnam immediately aftef the. 
allied Christmas truce ended: 
and wreaked havoc on CofflflW** 
nist convoys trying to complete 
a massive movement of supplies' 
started under the umbrella Of 
the cease-fire, 


U.S. 
headquarters' reported 


about 100 trucks destroyed or, 
damaged in the heavy strikes' 
which began Christmas night 
and continued unabated today. . 


Headquarters reported 
that 


Air Force, Navy and Marine 
jets spotted 
more than 300' 


trucks, one of the biggest trans- 
port targets of the war, Planes 
from two Navy carriers in the 
Tonkin Gulf reported one con- 
voy of 150 trucks and another of 
almost 100. 


In another strike a ferry car- 


rying eight trucks was blown up, 
and sunk. 


The ground war also resumed, 


after the truce ended at 6 p.m. 
Christmas night but only scat-' 
tered actions were reported.. 
The Viet Cong had announced 
that it would observe a 72-hour 
Christmas truce, until 1 a.m. 
Wednesday (noon today EST). 
•.-. 


"I guess they thought we were, 


going to give them a night off,"- 
said an air officer at U.S. head- 
quarters, telling of the raids on 
the convoys. "They found out 
different." 


Acting on intelligence from 


reconnaissance 
planes which 


maintained the vigil over the 
north during the truce, the U.S. 
jets were .airborne on strike 
missions almost 
immediately 


after the stand- down ended. 


"The 
recon guys had done 


their jobs well,!' a spokesman 
said. 


The fighter-b03ibers< tfare .11- 


rected to targets as soon as they 
reached the major supply routes 
stretching down the North Viet- 
namese coast. Although scat- 
tered clouds blanketed the area 
and the ceiling dropped to about 
3,000 feet, the U.S. airmen kept 
boring in. 


Only a few minutes of light re- 


mained when the first planes 
reached the target area. Long 
strings of flares were dropped, 
and 
the 
bombing continued 


throughout Christmas night. 


The 
150-truck convoy was 


scattered along seven miles of 
highway 
below 
Thanh 
Hoa. 


Navy Skyhawk jets rained 500- 
pound bombs along the route, 
dotting it with billowing fires 
that lighted the night sky. 


Farther south, near Vinh, a 


100-truck convoy was blasted. 


The ferry south of Vinh was 


hit just before sundown. Pilots 
said as it went to the river bot- 
tom with eight trucks, a mas- 
sive explosion sent smoke shoot- 
ing 3,000 feet in to the air. 


There was no mention of any 


planes lost in the war commu- 
niques, but a Marine F9J Cou- 
gar observation plane was shot 
down in South Vietnam and a 
Marine photo • reconnaissance 
Phantom plane crashed due to 
a landing accident as it re- 
turned to Da Nang Monday, 
killing the copilot and critically 
Injuring the pilot,
